Sovuts Carouina has had a steady growth 
since 1880. The value of manufactures has 
increased by $15,200,000 and 1,193 manu fact- 
ories have been established,employing near- 
ly 19,000 persons. The value of the State’s 
products has increased from #%72,000,000 in 
1880 to nearly $102,000,000 in 1887. 

THERE are three great anthracite coal 
mining regions in Pennsylvania—in the 
Schuylkill, Lehigh and Wyoming valleys 
respectively. They cover 450 square miles 
of territory, give employment directly to 
105,000 men, and produce annuaily about 
35,000,000 tons of coal, though the product 
varies greatly even in these big figures.
